25th (Christmas Day). Up pretty 
early, leaving my wife not well in bed, 
and with my boy walked, it being a most 
breve, cold and dry frosty morning, and 
had a pleasant walk to White Hall, 
where I intended to have received the 
Communion with the family, but I came 
a little too late.

Methought he made but a poor 
sermon, but long, and reprehending the 
mistaken jollity of the Court for the 
true joy that shall and ought to be on 
these days, he particularized concerning 
their excess in plays and gaming, saying 
that he whose office it is to keep the 
gamesters in order and within bounds, 
serves but for a second rather in a duell, 
meaning the groom-porter.

After dinner sat talking a good while 
with her, her pain being become less, 
and then to see Sir W. Pen a little, and 
so to my office, practising arithmetique 
alone and making an end of last night's 
book with great content till eleven at 
night, and so home to supper and to bed.

FO LEBSREESD 
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More Editors Needed 


Why should anyone expect an in- 
dustrious author to bother about ac- 
curacy when a fiction-hungry public 
is demanding two or three eighty- 
thousand word novels a year from his 
typewriter? He can’t conceivably 
spare time to be grammatical, to ver- 
ify historical or literary references, or 
even to be certain that Lady, Geral- 
dine’s eyes, which were of the fathom- 
less blue of a summer sea in Chapter 
IV, have not, in Chapter XXII, 
changed to the restful brown of the 
autumn leaf. Thackeray is not the 
only novelist who has carelessly resur- 
rected, in the latter pages of a novel, 
a character whom he had decently in- 
terred several thousand words earlier. 

No, the author’s business is to turn 
out enough copy to supply the demand. 
Somebody in every publishing house 
should read and edit manuscripts he- 
fore they are intrusted to the intelli- 
gent compositor; thus would worthy 
authors be spared the mortification of 
realizing too late that they had in- 
flicted painfully bad English, uninten- 
tionally funny French or German 
phrases, and all sorts of anachronisms 
upon a trustful public. In a recently 
published historical romance of the 
year 1664 or thereabout, one Angus 
McAlpine, an ardent adherent of the 
House of Stuart, is made to sing de- 
fiantly, “the cavalier song then in 
vogue”: 

“King Charles! and who'll do him 
right now? 

King Charles! who’s ripe for fight 
now?” 

Now an editor with the range of 
reading, the memory and the affection 
for reference books that editors are 
supposed to have, would have said 
firmly at this point: “ No, Mr. McAI- 
pine; we can’t let you sing that song. 
Robert Browning is going to write it 
about two centuries hence, and his an- 
cestors are quite capable of getting out 
an injunction to restrain you from an- 
ticipatory infringement of copyright.” 
The same watchful editor would have 
saved the same overtaxed author from 
allowing several characters to speak 
of a famous old city on the Hudson as 
“ Albany” at a time when it still bore 
its Dutch name of “ Beverwyck.” 
Mind you, such little slips are not 
wholly the author’s fault. What with 
disentangling plots and seeing that the 
proper persons get married to one an- 
other and that the improper ones are 
hanged, drawn and quartered, the 
poor author has already more than 
enough to do. Blame the publishers, 
who will not hire somebody who 
knows something to read and correct 
manuscripts before they are put into 
print.

The Zone System 


So far as the parcel post is con- 
cerned, the United States is rapidly 
approaching the zone-system age, 
How leng we shall stay there depends 
on how long it will take us to side- 
track the slow-going lobbies of the 
railroads and express companies so 
that the public express can proceed 
to its proper destination. 

In other matters we have long since 
passed the crude zone system. We 
used to have the zone system for let- 
ters, books and other things which the 
post-office carried, but that was abol- 
ished half a century ago. We used 
to have the zone system on our turn- 
pikes when toll gates occurred every 
mile or two. 

l‘or international traffic we have al- 
ready passed the zone-system age. 
Parcels can be sent here from abroad 
to any part of this country, not only 
at a flat rate regardless of varying 
distances, but at a rate lower than we 
charge at home for very short dis- 
tances.

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‘Washington Irving 
Describes a Christmas 
Dinner 


(The following account, somer that ghridaed, 
is taken from Irving’s “ Sketch Book.’ 


The dinner was served up in fee great 
hall, where the squire always held his 
Christmas banquet. A blazing, crackling 
fire of logs had been heaped on to warm 
the spacious apartment, and the flame 
went sparkling and wreathing up the 
wide-mouthed chimney. 

The great picture of the crusader and 
his white horse had been profusely dec- 
orated with greens for the occasion, and 
holly and ivy had likewise been wreathed 
round the helmet and weapons on the 
opposite wall, which I understood were 
the arms of the same warrior. I must 
own, by the by, I had strong doubts 
about the authenticity of the painting 
and armor as having belonged to the 
crusader, they certainly having the 
stamp of more recent days; but I was 
told that the painting had been so con- 
sidered time out of mind; and that as to 
the armor, it had been found in a lum- 
ber room and elevated to its present sit- 
uation by the squire, who at once deter- 
mined it to be the armor of the family 
hero; and as he was absolute authority 
on all such subjects in his own house- 
hold, the matter had passed into current 
acceptation. 

A sideboard was set out just under 
this chivalric trophy, on which was a 
display of plate that might have vied 
(at least in variety) with Belshazzar’s 
parade of the vessels of the temple; 
“flagons, cans, cups, beakers, goblets, 
hasins, and ewers,” the gorgeous uten- 
sils of good companionship that had 
gradually accumulated through many 
genefations of jovial housekeepers. Be- 
fore these stood the two Yule candles, 
beaming like two stars of the first mag- 
nitude; other lights were distributed in 
branches like a firmament of silver. 

We were ushered into this banqueting 
scene with the sound of minstrelsy, the 
old harper being seated on a stool beside 
the fireplace and twanging his instru- 
ment with a vast deal more power than 
melody. Never did Christmas board 
display a more goodly and gracious as- 
semblage of countenances; those who 
were not handsome were at least happy, 
and happiness is a rare improver of 
your hard-favored visage. 

I always consider an old English fam- 
ily as well worth studying as a collec- 
tion of Holbein’s portraits or Albert 
Diirer’s prints. There is much antiquar- 
ian lore to be acquired, much knowl- 
edge of the physiognomies of former 
times. Perhaps it may be from having 
continually before their eyes those rows 
of old family portraits, with which the 
mansions of this country are stocked; 
certain it is that the quaint features of 
antiquity are often most faithfully per- 
petuated in these lines, and I have traced 
an old family nose through a whole pic- 
ture gallery, legitimately handed down 
from generation to generation, almost 
from the time of the Conquest. Some-

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Cook and Peary Now Running 


Government 


Putting Things on a Truly Progressive Basis— 
Have Patience, Everybody—Your Time is 
Coming 


HE old order has passed away. The landslide for 
Cook and Peary, Lire’s candidates for President 
and Vice-President, showed that the American people 
were back of us in our efforts to produce a truly repre- 
sentative government. 

“Tt will naturally take some little time,” said Presi- 
dent Cook yesterday, “to get things straightened out. 
One of the most difficult matters is to get people to re- 
adjust their minds to the new conditions. Well, Peary 
and I are going to prove to everybody that the old 
Constitution you have all thought so much of is not 
only useless, but a positive menace to society. The 
proof? MHasn’t it lain in the facts? And what are the 
facts? A_ select body of millionaires controlling the 
sacred processes of government, and at least three mil- 
lions of people practically starving in a land of plenty. 
This only briefly indicates the condition. Why all of 
this unrest—this frightful crudeness in our methods 
of living? People have gone around swearing by the 
Constitution, instead of at it, and have declared that 
it was the finest instrument in the world. Give us a 
little time and we will show everybody how to live.” 

The first act of the new President, after abolishing 
the Constitution, the Senate, Congress, and the Judic- 
lary, was to secure a small bookkeeping department. A 
model filing system was introduced, and the whole busi- 
ness of the United States is run by half a dozen people 
under the direction of President Cook, who declares 
that he has time on his hands. 

“A dollar is a dollar,” said Vice-President Peary. 
“no matter where it is in the country. And hereafter 
a foot of land is to be a foot of land, no matter where it 
is; and it is worth exactly the same, no matter where it 
is—whether it is on Broadway or on top of the Rocky 
Mountains.” 

This adjustment was sweeping in its nature, and 
was the source of great embarrassment to a great many 
people for some time. A great number who owned 
small plots of land throughout the country found them- 
selves much more affluent tham they had _ previously 
been under the old régime. 

Now what has become of all those thus thrown out 
of employment—the editors, congressmen, senators, and 
wealthy classes who have achieved their fortunes, not 
by any original inventiveness upon their part, but by 
sharp manipulations ? 

“This problem,” said President Cook, “ was one which 
required our prolonged attention. We succeeded, however, 
in solving it very easily. All we did was to stop immigra- 
tion—refuse to let any outsiders come here and settle, and

make all those people who had hitherto been a drug on 
the republic—that is to say, congressmen, senators, news- 
paper editors, and the wealthy classes—perform the work 
which had previously been done by the newly arrived im- 
migrants. What is the result? Our coal is being mined, 
our railroads are being run, our factories are being manned 
by those people who have hitherto spent their time in 
buncoing the others.” 

There is naturally considerable excitement among the 
people who have heretofore been running the govern- 
ment to suit themselves; but they are all so busy work- 
ing in the mines and waiting on people in the restau- 
rants and doing other menial jobs that they don’t have 
much time to think. 

A former prominent senator of the United States, who 
is now waiting on the table at the Waldorf-Astoria, said 
yesterday : 

“Never was so happy in my life! I am doing real 
work. I have to pay attention to the wants of others, and 
when night comes I am so tired that I don’t have time to 
think about myself. It is true that my position is a hum- 
ble one, but humility is a quality the value of which I 
never before realized. Cook and Peary forever!” 

Mr. John D. Rockefeller, who has secured a job as 
general superintendent of the grounds at the Pocantico 
Golf Links, expressed himself in the same way. 


“T look back upon all my wealth as a horrible night- 
mare,” he said. “Now that I really have to earn a few 
dollars a week for myself, I feel like a new main.” 

“What I cannot help but think of,’ said President 
Cook at a late hour last night, “is the terrible thought 
that the American people might not have trusted us!”
